Secretary of the Navy Explains 
Why He Bought Inferior 
Boat. 








LAWYER ASKED HIM TO 





Says He Consulted Attorney- 
General if Purchase Could 
Be Made. 


CHOSE LOSER OF TEST

WASHINGTON, March 19.—Secretary 
@f the Navy Metcalf took the stand 
‘teday before the congressional com- 
mittee which is investigating charges 
by Representative. Lilley that the Elec- 
tric Boat Co, has maintained a corrupt 
Jolbby at the capitol. 

The Secretary explained why the 
Navy Department had purchased a 
Iake submarine boat after this mode! 
had been proved inferior at a sea-going 
test expressly arranged to show which 
was the best type of submarine for the 
navy. 

Appronched by Attorney. 

“TI was asked by former Senator 
Thurston, then attorney for the Lake 
company, to ascertain from the Attor- 
ney-General if it would be possible for 
the Navy Department to purchase a 
Lake boat in spite of the fact that it 
had lost the competitive test,”’ testified 
Secretary Metcalf. 

“At Mr. Thurston’s request I asked 
the Attorney-General if I could author- 

e the purchase in this way, and he said 

‘could.”’ 

“Did any member of Congress urge 
| you to gét this decision?” ~~ 
ot ioe think not.” 

“Did any members of Congress call on 
fou at this time regarding the letting of 

is contract for the lake submarine 
Boat?’ the Secretary was asked. 

“They called in regard to the Attor- 
nhey-General’s decision, to find out 
whether he thought I had the discretion 
to contract for a lake boat,”’ 

“Whol were they?" 

Many Congressmen Called. 

“Representatives Butler, Sherman, 
Loudensiager and Roberts, who said 
they thought it’ was to the interests of 
the Government to buy both kinds of 
boats, the Lake and Holland.” 

“Who else called?” 

“At one time and another Representa- 
tives Lilley and Sperry and Senator 
Brandegee and Bulkeley. None of these 
men advocated any special bont.”’ 

Representative Olmsted here asked the 
Secretary if the clause in the pending 
Haval bill restricted the discretion of the 
Secretary of. the Navy and compels him 
to buy only Electric Boat Co.'s boats. 

At first Mr. Metcalf said he thought it 
did, but he changed his answer and 
Said it did not. 


Iilley Presents Affidavit. 
Mr. Lilley presented to the committee 
an affidavit signed by Clement. E. 
ms and dated Bridgeport, Conn., 
h 13, 1908, in which Mr. Adams 
’ Swears that F. J. Archibald represented 
to him that he was a war correspondent 
for Collier's Weekly and that he had 
been appointed by the President of the 
_ United States to visit cértain cities and 
_ towns on the Pacific Coast ana to re- 
port to the President on the condition 
the coast defenses. 

According to the affidavit Mr. Adams 
showed to Mr. Archibald an article on 
submarine boats, where'n the Lake sub- 
marine boat was criticized and Archi- 
bald informed him he wrote the same, 
and that the criticism of the Lake boat 
Wa scaused by a request to him, made 
by Lawrence Y. Spear, an officer of the 
Electric Boat Co.

The police were so surprised when they 
read the letter of recommendation in fa- 
vor of Fellhauer signed by a minister 
that they concluded an investigation 
was. necessary. 
Policeman Taylor of Central District 
was sent to Rev. Adrian's residence to 
find out if the letter and signature were 
genuine. He said they were and verbai- 
ly reiterated his indorsement of Fell- 
hauer.

St. Louis is being flooded with “‘strict- 
ly fresh” eggs and they are “cheap as 
dirt.”” The price, which was 38 and #0 
cents at retail a few weeks ago, has 
dropped to 15 and 20 cents a dozen. The 
wholesale price for eggs now is 13% to 14 
cents a dozen, but that price will be in- 
creased within a short time, the dealers 
say.. i 
“The low price of eggs pow is caused 
by the warm weather which started the 
hens to laying’ said F. W. Brockman, 
One of the largest dealers in eggs in 
St. Louis. “The price will be low until 
the dealers begin buying them up for 
storage and then it will go up a Httle. 
But from now on eggs will probably not 
get above 2) cents unless there comes 
a cold spell which would stop the hens 
from laying.”’

South Side Woman’s — Sister 
Finds Her Dead After 
Many Hours. 








SAID SHE WAS TIRED 





Wife of Member of Well- 
Known Family Does Not 
Explain Suicide. 


With a smile on her face Mrs. Eliza- 
beth Gertrude Koken of 3112 Texas ave- 
nue, member of a prominent South Side 
family, entered the home of ‘her sister,s 
Mrs. George Wakerlin, wife of a grocer 
}at 1201 Seuth Broadway. 

Taking. off her picture hat she saig: 
“I’ve come for a little visit. I don’t 
care for any supper and if I don’t get 
up early in the morning you needn’t 
I’m tired out.’ 

Mrs. Wakerlin took her sister to the 
“square room’’ on the second floor. 

“Don't Wake Me Early.” 

Mrs, Koken kissed her sister 
closed the door of her room. 
wake me too early,” she said. 

Mindful of this admonition, Mrs. 
Wackerlin did not go to the room until 
10 a. m. Wednesday. Her knock was 
not answered. After she had repeat- 
edly tried to arouse her sister she called 
her husband and the door was forced. 

The body of Mrs. Koken, fully dressed, 
was lying on the bed. She had heen 
dead several hours. An empty car- 
bolic acid bottle was at her side. 

There was no police report on. Mrs. 
Koken’s death. Not until Thursday, 
when an application for a burial cer- 
tificate was made, was it known that 
she had committed suicide. 

Verdict of Suicide. 

An inquest was ordered and the ver- 
dict was that she had killed 
with carbolic acid. 

Mrs. Koken was by marriage a mem- 
ber of the Koken family which controls 
the Koken Iron Works, the Koken Bar- 
ber Supply Co. and the Banner Iron 
Works.

BoardseRapidly Moving Car, Shout- 
ing Intention to Die, and 
Eludes Baithiffs. 


Nicholas Trenchas, a tailor, rushed 
from the court of Justice of the Peace 
Kleiber Thursday crying: “I shall cut 
my throat, I shall cut my throat.” 

He jumped on a rapidly moving 
street car before court attaches could 
stop him. 

Isidor Needle, .a tailor at 4628 Olive 
street had just obtained a judgment for 
$70 against Trenchas to cover a debt 
for the furnishings and fixtures of a 
tailor shop which he sold to Trenchas. 

A week ago Trenchas wrote to Justice 
Kleiber saying that if the suit was de- 
cided against him he wWould commit 
suicide. 

He bought Needle’s shop and was un- 
able to meet the interest payments on 
a mortgage he gave to cover the fix- 
tures.

Hubert Touhey, who keeps boarders

The Magistrate said: “There is evi- 
cenee that there was in all probability 
a crime committed and there is evidence 
frat the defendants are probably guilty.”’ 

Goldie Pierson, the little daughter of 
the defendant, threw her arms around 
ler mother when the officers took her 
to jail. 

“Vou can't have her,’ she screamed. 

The married daughter of Leasure 
O'Neal ‘wept, but the old man calmly 
picked his teeth. 

A stinging invective against the couple 
was delivered by State’s Attorney Coggs- 
hill, 

It is now settled that there will be an 
autopsy. 

Wife Shielded O'Neal. 

That Mra. Gertie Pierson hid O'Neal to 
protect him from the Sheriff developed 
at the outset of today’s continuation 
of the hearing of the two. 

“Mrs. Pierson told me that she hid 
O'Neal in her own room when the 
Sheriff came to foreclose a mortgage 
on the O’Neal farm where Mr. and 
Mrs. Pierson were keeping house and 
working for the old man,” testified 
Mrs. Frank Horn, a neighbor. 

Mrs. Horn's testimony was expect- 
ed by the prosecution to be another 
link in the chain which is being 
forged to show the relations of the 
young woman and her 58-year-old ad- 
mirer. 

“Passed as Man and Wife,” 

“Mrs. Pierson told me also that she 
had just returned from Bloomington 
with O'Neal and that they had passed 
as Mr. and Mrs. Jones there,” said 
Mrs. Horn. 

In addition to verbal testimony, the 
prosecution has obtained post card 
photographs showing Mrs. Pierson and 
O’Neal in loving attitudes. 

The prosecution is exerting every 
effort to establish the relations be- 
tween the young woman and the old 
man to establish a motive for the 
murder charged. 

That the défense intends to try to 
show animus and spite by the Pier- 
son fainily against Gertie Pierson was 
indicated when Ed Pierson, brother of 
the dead man was croge-szamines by 
the defense. 

Brother Denies Charge.

ROOSEVELT MUST EXPLAIN 
HIS POWER IN CANAL ZONE 


Resolution by Democrat Calling 
President to Account Adopted 
by Republican House. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—‘I charge 
that the President has exceeded his au- 
thority in exercising !o7vislative, execu- 
tive and judicial poweis over the isth- 
mian canal zone since 1904, and the Re- 
publican majority tn Congress with hav- 
ing neglected to provide a suitable gov- 
ernment there."’ 

Such was one of the statements made 
by Represeijitative Francis Burton Har- 
rison (Democrat, New York), in the 
House today, in support of a resolution 
caHing on the President for an explana- 
tion of the source of authority he hag 
exercised over the zone. The resoluticn 
was adopted. 

Representative Tawney (Republican, 
Minnesota) suggested to Harrison that ir 
would be fairer to try the President 
after.-he had answered the resolution. 

The New Yorker said he had tasead his 
criticisms on a letter. the Attotney-Gean- 
eral had written. holding the Presfdent) 
had the ‘authority to exercise _these 
porvers on the zone as long as Congress 
provided no. government. 


STOESSEL ILL. FRIENDS FEAR 
HE NEVER WILL SEE PRISOX 


Govérnment Lenient While His 
Health Fails—Smirnoff 


(crave Condition. 

ST... PETERSBURG, March’ 19.—Gen. 
Stoessel’s health has failed so rapidly 
that his friends fear he will not live 
even to begin iis 10 years’ imprison- 
ment. The authorities are not insisting 
on his incarceration while he continues 
dangerously ill. 

Gen. Smirnoff, who was shot in 
abdomen in. a duel with Gen. Fock, 
fellow-officer at the defense of Port 
Arthur, remains in’ a critical condition 
at the Military Hospital. The surgeons 
have failed to rove the bullet. 

The seconds have not agreed on the 
terms of the duel Gen. Fock is to fight 
next with Gen. Gorbatovsky, who was 
as outspoken at the recent courtmartial 
as Gen. Smirnoff in criticism of Fock’'s 
conduct at Pert Arthur. Military men 
commend the War Minister for author- 
izing the duels, but the public generally, 
and many high Government officials, 
regard the meetings as barbarous.

BURNING MONEY IN WALL STREET. 

Senator Tillman will be forgiven many eccen- 
tricities in view of the fact that he has secured 
the passage of a resolution calling for an investi- 
gation of New York banks and their conneetion 
with the Stock Exchange. 

There are reasons for the belief that a search- 
ing inquiry of this kind will reveal the cause 
not only of the recent panic but, of practically all 
modern panics. It will show that the money of 
the country was concentrated in New York, where, 
in legitimate enterprises, it had ceased to be high- 
ly remunerative, and that it was then used des- 
perately in expectation of great returns in spec- 
ulation. 

The national bank act provides for this sort of 
thing and to a large extent encourages it. No 
single measure falling short of a complete reor- 
ganization of our chaotic and unscientific finances 
would do more good than one which would com- 
pel national hanks to hold their reserves in their 
own vaults. 

Mr. Tillman’s inveatigation will show that most 
ci the money in the United States was in use in 
Wall street at the time of the late panic, and 
it will show, furthermore, that “bank. reservés”’ 
put to such risk are not in any proper sense re- 
Serves at all. If it does not result in revolution- 
izing our entire financial system it will be because, 
with the facts plainly before us, we will not learn.

Such consumers of electricity in St. Louis as 
have given heed to the representations of the 
Union company and surrendered their old con- 
tracts on the promise of new ones on more fa- 
vorable terms have had occasion to regret their 
ect.

HAT more deaths occur at some 
particular time of the day or 
night than at any other period has 

been more than once maintained by 
statisticians, who have always produced 
figures to support their claims. The 
latest essays in this line are those o*% 
Dr. H. D. Marsh of New York. His in- 
vestigations indicate that the wave of 
diurnal! inefficiency, or the range ef 
mental and -physical activity, varies 
with the habits of the individual as re- 
gards work and sieep and that with in- 
habitants of civilized communities the 
hour of greatest efficiency is likely to 
be 5 p. m., says the British Medical 
Journal (London, Jan. 18), in an article 
on the subject: 

‘“"This conclusion was the outcome of 
a special investigation conducted by Dr. 
Marsh. and curiously enough an exam- 
ination of the records of death in New 
York City, likewise made by him,showed 
that during the period under examina- 
tion 5 p. m. was also the hour at which 
the majority of 23,439 deaths from dise 
ease occurred It is certainly notable 
that the period of the 24 nours at which 
the average man is most alive should 
be the same as that at which his death 
ts most likely to occur, and the apparent 
inconsistency has led to turning over our 
own columns in search of previous ob- 
servations on the question of what may 
be called the hour of death. Finlayson, 
writing in the Glasgow Medical Journal] 
and using some statistics compiled by 
the City Chamberlain, found that of 13.- 
~ deaths recorded in 186, the greatest 
number occurred between the hours ef 
, and 6 a. m., while Schneider, writing 
in Virchow'’s Archiv on deaths in Rer- 
lin, concluded that the most fatal hour 
was between 4 a. m. and 7 a. m.. The 
number of deaths upon which he based 
his conclusions was 57,000; while Berens. 
arguing from the limited number of 10 
deaths in Philadelphia, and writing in 
the Philadelphia Medical Times, con- 
cluded in favor of the hour between ¢ 
a. m. and 7 a. m. In 1896-Dr. C. F. Be.- 
dies published the result of an examina- 
tion of the statistics of Colney Hatch 
Asylum. These showed a difference be- 
tween the two sexes as regards the hour 
of greatest mortality. Thus, among 100) 
women the most fatal hour was between 
$ and 7 in the ¢ewening, while among 
3424 men it was between 5 and 6 in the

In this country the big 


men of racing are business men who are in the game as much, if 
not more, for the financial benefits as they are for the sport it of- 
fers, and, so far as plunging and big coups go, England and France 


have us beaten. 


The American turf, however, has pro- 
duced the most remarkable figure in 
the history of racing, with the probable 
exception of King Edward VII of Eng- 
land, and the man I have in mind, 
“Pittsburg Phil," enjoyed a notoriety 
far different from His Majesty. 

“Pittsburg Phil’’—George E. Smith— 
before his advent on the turf, occupied 
a place in the gallery of American rac- 
ing notables.that was all his own—a 
place that has been never and probably 
never will be filled. He was never 
liked by the Jockey Club members—he 
was ruled off or his entries barred, I 
forget which—and in many other ways 
he was made to feel that he was not a 
desirable participant, but he stuck as 
long as he could and certainly left his 
mark. 

Felt Jockey Club’s Ban, 

And right here I want to say that it 
was this same action against him by 
the Jockey Club that went a long 
way toward causing his death. He 
never got over it and even when he was 
reinstated he was never the same man. 
The reason was given that his specula- 
tions were a bad example and were 
harmful to the good standing of racing 
and, notwithstanding I was always his 
friend, I feel that the Jockey Club was 
right. 

There is no man, however, who can 
say that “Pittsburg Phil’® ever was 
guilty of a dishonest action and his bet- 
ting was always within the restrictions 
prescribed by the racing associations, 

He was certainly a most interesting 
man, an odd study of human nature. He

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was quiet in manner and dress, never 
talked loudly; was silent, in fact, when 
any subject other than racing was 
brought up; never played cards or gam- 
bled in any way other than by betting 
on the races, with the exception of a 
wager? and then on a prize fight, 
and in spite of the stories of his opera- 
tions in “The Street,’’ was never a 
margin buyer of stocks. 


Races Netted Him $3,000,000. 


“Pittsburg Phil’’ was one man who 
beat the races. It was generally known 
that he ‘was successful in this respect, 
for he died worth more than $3,000,000 
and there is no record of his having 
made it in any other business. 

Naturally this started a thousand 
stories about his ‘‘method’’ and the 
majority of the stories were neither 
to his credit nor to the credit of the 
racing game. He was supposed to 
have bet entirely on information, to 
have ‘‘fixed’’ races and riders—to say 
nothing of trainers—and to have re- 
sorted to a thousand and one other 
tricks. 

All of this is absolutely untrue. I 
was closer to him, perhaps, than any 
other man and I know that his suc- 
cess was due to his judgment and the 
common sense methods he pursued. 
He simply devoted his entire life to 
the study of racing and on any other 
subject he could neither talk nor 
think. He was successful because he 
considered and studied a race from 
every standpoint—the horses, the 
track, the weather, the men in the 
ring, the betting market ond last, but 
not least, because he did not bet un- 
til he had seen the horses warm up. 
His memory was wonderful and he 
never forgot the hundreds of details 
he saw in a race. 


Did Not Go By “Information.” 


It is a mistake to say he bet on “in- 
formation,” and the story that he em- 
ployed an army of men to cull infor- 
mation for him !fs as ridiculous as it 
is untrue. Nor was hea handicapper; 
he simply formed his opinion of 
horses after an observation of them, 
and stuck to it. 

I first met Phil in California. I had 
been riding successfully for about six 
months after I began to ride with my 
new “monkey mount” and TI had been 
told that he was watching me and had 
been backing my mounts. Sam Dog- 
gett and Johnny Lamley were riding 
for him. but he evidently was not 
satisfied with them. for one day he 
asked me {f I would ride a horse for 
him next day. I did and won, and 
ever after he was my friend. I rode 
many horses for him. went around 
with him and lived in the same hotel 
with him. but not once did I ever 
know beforehand if he had backed a 
horse I was on or if he had bet 
against me. 

Was Not Bad Loser. 

He never told me nor any other 
whether he won or lost and you 
couldn't tell from his expression or 
manner during or after a race how he 
had come out. In short. in this re- 
spect. he was all that “Diamond Jim” 
Brady is not. Brady, when he has a 
horse im a race or a bet down, will 
explode on the clubhouse veranda or 
in a box, but Phil, with two or three 
times as much at stake. would stand 
quietiy on the lawn—he was never 
granted the privilege of the clubhouse 
—and say nothing, win or lose.

for St. Louis complications have been 
eaused by the resolution of the City 
Ceuncil calling upen the Board of Pub- 
lic Improvements to prepare an ordi- 
nance granting a natural gas franchise 
to the best bidder. 


Official# at the City Hall admit they 
are in the dark about how to get 
cheap gas light for St. Louis. 

George V. Reynolds, promoter of the 
franchise bill now before the Council, 
says that the resolution will cause un- 
necessary delay and characterizes it 
as a “remarkable proceeding.” 

Councilman Crunden said Thursday 
that the status of the bill to grant a 
natural gas franchise to Reynolds and 
four out-of-town associates is not af- 
fected by the resolution. 

No Delay Crunden Says. 

“The bill originally introduced is still 
in the hands of the committee and will 
be acted upon without unreasonable de- 
lay.”” he sald. 

“Personally I think it is a good bill, 
but I want to be sure that whatever or- 
dinance is finally passed will preclude 
all possibility of a sell-out to the La- 
clede Gaslight Co. I have no love for 
the monopoly and I want natural gas 
as much as any citizen of St. Louis. 
To avoid paying exorbitant rates to the 
existing company, I now make all of the 
gas used in my own factory at an ex- 
pense of about $6000 a year. 

“A delay of a month or two months 
would be nothing in the granting of a 
franchise which would bind the city for 
3 years. The Council committee, of 
which 1 am a member, does not expect 
the Board of Public Improvements to 
introduce the bill asked for in Mr. Nor- 
vell’s resolution. We simply want the 
board to give us a draft of a bill which 
we can use as a model either in amend- 
ing the one now before us or in pre- 
paring a new one. We want to be sure 
we are right before we go ahead. 

To Guard Against a ‘Sell Out.” 

“I think there should be a change in 
the way franchises for public utilities 
are let, but if the law sags the old sys- 
tem is the only legal one, of course we 
will have to comply with it. 

“The men who are asking for a nat- 
‘ural gas franchise at first offered to 
give a $25,000 bond to assure their com- 
pliance with the franchise. They raised 
this to $60,000, and later at my sug- 
gestion it was raised to $100,000. A few 
days ago they told the committee that 
they are willing to make the bond $150,- 
000, and I think that they could be in- 
duced to raise it to $260,000. Of course 
if we gave them the franchise and they 
sold out to the monopoly the city would 
be ahead the amount of the bond, but 
that isn't what we are after. We want 
cheap gas and we want the bill so 
drawn that there can be no gell-out. 

“I drew up the resolution {in my own 
office. It was not dictated and it was 
not suggested by any interest except 
the people’s interest in being freed 
from the extortions of the gas monop- 
oly.’’

Kuapp Makes Denial. 

When Charles W. Knapp of the St. 
Louis Republic, which was character- 
ized by the Globe-Democrat, in its col- 
umns Thursday as the ‘‘organ of the 
Big Cinch,’’ was asked by the Post- 
Dispatch about the statement in the 
Globe-Democrat that he had inspired 
the Norvell resolution, he said: 

“T certainly did not. I met Council- 
man Crunden last week and he told me 
that he was thinking of preparing such 
a resolution and asked me what I 
thought about it) After he prepared the 
resolution he sent me a copy_of it, which 
I cid not read carefully until Tuesday. 
I then returned it to him by mail, but it 
could not have reached him until 
Wednesday. 

“Mr. Crunden asked me, when he sub- 
mitted the resolution to me, to make any 
suggestions that I might think advisa- 
bie. I made no suggestions as to the 
subject matter of the resolution. I did 
not write the resolution and further 
than what I have stated had nothing to 
do with It.’ 


Nervell Explains Resolution. 

Councilman Norvell, who introduced 
the resolution, said: “Any ordinance 
that the Council committee might ap- 
prove would have to be passed on by 
the Board of Public Improvements any- 
way and, therefore, we thought it best 
to have the board co-operate with us in 
drawing up an ordifiance in which there 
would be no flaws. We want the ad- 
vice of the City Counselor also. We 
are all in favor of natural gas. Here is

Good faith on the part of the corpo- 
ration which seeks the contract to light 
the city’s streets, alleys and _ public 
places and financia) ability to equip a 
plant of sufficient capacity to serve pri- 
vate consumers are the points on which 
the Board of Public Improvements says 
it desires to be satisfied before advocat- 
ing a franchise for the lowest bidder. 

Members of the board contend that 
even if a bidder for the city contract 
should have the intention and the money 
to establish a plant, there is not time 
enough between this and Sept. 1, 191%, 
to get the system [n operation. 

It is said that such a plant, with all 
equipment required to perform the con- 
tract for the 10 years following Sept. 1, 
1910, would necessitate an outlay of $3,- 
550,000—putting the estimate at its low- 
est terms. The gross earnings in the 
period of the contract would be, mem- 
bers of the board say, but $1,500,000.

Some grounds for caution in granting 
franchises and awarding contracts are 
furnished by the recent history of St. 
Louis. The Kern Incandescent Co, ob- 
tained the contract to supply mantle 
lights for streets and alley in February.

Arrest Mysterious Man _ Be- 
lieved to Have Attempted 
Life of Czar. 





PROVIDED WITH MONEY 





Prisoner Suspected of Killing 
Three in St. Petersburg 
Remains Silent. 





CHICAGO, March 19.—Suspected of 
having sought the life of the Czar by 
throwing a bomb at the Tsarskoe-Selo 
palace in St. Petersburg more than a 
month ago, Ankodine Ziteso, late of 
Kishinev, has been taken into custody 
by the Chicago police. 

The crime, the police charge, was 
committed within twenty yards of the 
palace. The bomb was thrown by a 
man closely resembling Ziteso. It fell 
short of Its mark and oc killing 
three civilians. 

The bomb thrower vaslehed. The Rus- 
Sian secret police claim to have traced 
him to New York and then to Chicago; 
where, they assert, he lived at 646 Aus- 
tin avenue. Ziteso was arrested at that 
address. 

Repeated efforts of police officials to 
examine Zitesa were futile. The man 
cannot speak English, and an interpre- 
ter, who questioned him in Russian, 
could learn nothing. 

At the Austin avenue house it was 
said Ziteso had lived there apparently 
without friends, but was well supplied 
with money. He did no work and spent 
the greater portion of his time reading 
in his room.

ment should be ventured or accepted. 

‘TIT have simply stated that it is a 
question for the voters of the party to 
determine. 

Believes ‘tn Free Press. 

‘As a Democrat, I have resented the 
claim that a few editors should decide 
this question for the people. I am a 
believer in free speech and in a free 
press, and I recognize the right of any 
editor whether his circulation be large 
er small to state his opioion and his 
reason for it, but those who read his 
opinion have a right to give it such 
weight as they think it @eserves. 

“It is deliberately unfair in ignoring 
this question and charging the defeats 
of 1896 and 1900 to me just as it is un- 
fair in ignoring the still worse defeat 
of 1904 when the New York World was 
again the party's adviser.
